OF THE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. . 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
‘missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House 
of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Jailer, 
Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1908. : 


COUNTY FARM. 


The County Farm and House of Correction still con-_ 
tinue under the management of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Mil- 
ton, as Superintendent and Matron, who have served the 
county in this capacity for nearly six years. The buildings 
are in full better repair than at our last report, several 
having been shingled and roofs painted. Many other im- - 

provements have been made, including new steam pipe 
- from boiler-house to almshouse, new plumbing fixtures in 
basement of almshouse. Many trees have been set out and 
new walks made which add much to the general appear- 
ance of the place. A foundation for a new chapel, which 
was authorized by the last legislature, has been put in 
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with practically no expense to the county. We would call 
your attention to the report of the superintendent for 
account of produce raised on the farm, as well as other 
statistics. ,
